The report as made out 
by Postmaster W. A. Waters 
shows that during the twelve 
months ending with March of 
this year that there were handled 
by the four carriers a total of 
141,936 pieces of- mail matter 
divided as follows: 44,551 letters 
or first-class matter, 83,724 
newspapers or second class 
matter, 10,659 circulars or third 
class matter, u ~2,692 packages or 
merchandise, 174 registered 
and 136 money orders. The 
smallest business was in April 
1903 or the first month when 
only 2221 letters were handled 
and the largest business, was for 
the month of March 1904 when 
5,015 letters were handled or 
thus showing an increase of more 
than a hundred per cent. The 
increase in other classes of mail 
matter also shows correspond - 
ingly as 9,245 newspaj>ers were 
handled during last month 
against 450Q during the first 
month of the service.
